Second quarter shipments of 
ulosic filament yarns to 


circular knitters totaled 4.7 mil- 
lion pounds as compared to 5.1 
million pounds in the first quar- 
ter and 5.7 million pounds in 
the second quarter of 1959. 
Close to 14 million pounds of 
rayon and acetate filament yarn 
were delivered to warp knitters 
in the second quarter of the cur- 
rent year. This was almost two 
million pounds in excess of 
shipments in the first quarter of 
the year and nearly three million 
pounds higher than shipments 
in the second quarter of 1959. 

Shipments of acetate yarn 
during July to all industries 
showed a 40 percent decline 
from the 26.7 million pounds 
shipped in preceding month. 
The sharp dip was caused by 


two factors: 

e Deliveries in June were un- 
usually high. 

e Need for yarn during July 
was not as great as in the previ- 
ous month because of annual 
summer vacation shut-downs by 
knitting and weaving mills. 

Production of non - cellulosic 
staple fiber in the second quar- 
ter of the year totaled 68.9 mil- 
lion pounds as compared with 
64.2 million pounds in the pre- 
vious quarter and 59.3 million 
pounds in the second quarter of 
1959. Output of non-cellulosic 
filament yarn amounted to 113.6 
million pounds in the second 
quarter, an increase of nine mil- 
lion pounds from the preceding

The company’s sweater line 
is priced to sell at retail between 
$8.95 and $16.95 and repre- 
sents 45 percent of its total 
business. Its full-fashioned knit- 
ted sport shirts have risen to 25 
percent of its total sales and its 
retail ranges are $8.95 to 
$12.95. It also handles other 
knitted sport shirts, not full- 
fashioned, to the extent of about 
10 percent of its sales, with re- 
tail price tags from $3.00 to 
$5.95. Most of its sales are in 
the men’s wear field, only 8 per- 
cent consisting of boys’ wear.

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1961 Knit Summerwear Lines 


Primary Mills See Good Season Ahead 


By CHARLES REICHMAN, Editor 
ALTHOUGH sales of knit summerwear items during the season- 
in-the-sun just concluded did not move ahead as favorably as 
initially anticipated, primary market producers of these articles 
are surprisingly optimistic for the 1961 wholesale season now 
getting under way. Most are agreed that if this past summer’s 


weather had not played havoc 
with retail activity, their sales 
and shipments might well have 
exceeded the record totals rack- 
ed up in 1959. 

Even though overall sales of 
knit summerwear lines this past 
season failed to measure up to 
the preceding summer’s figures 
and to the various grandiose 
pre-season forecasts, a number 
of individual firms still managed 
to roll up sales gains. In only 
a handful of cases, however, 
were the results impressive; in 
most instances where increased 
sales were reported the final tal- 
lies failed to come anywhere 
close to the sales targets on 
which these firms had originally 
zeroed in. Actually, most prim- 
ary level firms were quite satis- 
fied if they had succeeded in 
coming within a fair approxima- 
tion of the volume of business 
which they had done during the 
1959 summerwear season. 

Inventory Liquidated 

In spite of the fact that the 
season did not live up to ex- 
pectations, there is a suprisingly 
small inventory of knit summer- 
wear items left in the hands of 
primary producers, wholesalers 
and retailers. This is, of course, 
a favorable situation, for it 
means that wholesalers are now 
in a favorable open-to-buy posi- 
tion. Normally, such a condition 
does not follow a season of re- 
tarded activity. 

The comparatively favorable 
closing inventory situation in 
knit summerwear lines may be 
explained in two ways: 

1. Because of the protracted 
stretch of inclement weather, 
many primary market producers 
trimmed their output schedules 
early in the season. Thus, dis- 
tribution channels were not 
clogged with excess production. 

2. Wholesalers and retailers, 
also because of the unfavorable 
weather, had cut back on their 
reorders and were able to un- 
load surplus stocks with relative 
ease. In some sections of the 
country retailers encountered 


resistance to closeouts but for 
the most part clearance sales 
proved successful. 

Principal items in the knit 
summerwear lines which 
primary market resources are 
now opening, in the relative or- 
der of their importance, are: 

e Men’s and boys’ knit shirts. 

e Ladies’ and misses’ T- 
blouses and other types of knit 
tops. 

e Knitted dresses. 

e Knitted slacks. 

The latter two items are com- 
paratively new dimensions in 
hot weather knit apparel and are 
being underscored much more 
heavily in the new lines though, 
proportionately, they still repre- 
sent the smallest segment of the 
knit summerwear collections. 

Knitted Shirts 

In knitted shirts, the focus is 
increasingly on styles embody- 
ing fashioned collars and sleeves 
with rib cuffs as opposed to 
models having die-cut collars 
and loose - fitting hemmed 
sleeves. This trend augurs es- 
pecially well for the sweater 
knitter who can turn out the col- 
lared, rib-sleeved sweater-shirts 
with relative ease on circular 
latch needle garment-tube ma- 
chines and spring needle full- 
fashioned sweater frames. 

Shirt manufacturers who are 
the major producers of the die- 
cut, hemmed-sleeve type of knit 
shirt appear to be concerned 
about this trend and are at- 
tempting to meet it by stepping 
up output of knit shirts cut from 
purchased knitted fabric and 
which have, instead of a die-cut 
collar a sewn-on mock fashion- 
ed collar, and in place of the 
hemmed short sleeve, a sleeve 
with merrowed rib trim. 

Stitches Featured 

In terms of fabric construc- 
tion, the shift in knit shirts ap- 
pears to be away from flat knit 
jersey to surface interest con- 
structions — mesh, waffle, bas- 
ket, mock cable and_ similar 
novelty stitches — produced on 


fancy circular jersey equipment 
as well as on Raschel warp knit- 
ting machines. 

The emphasis being placed 
on novelty stitches is expected 
to prove to be a boon to Raschel 
knitters whose upright frames 
are capable of turning out a 
wider variety of fancy-effect 
fabrics than it is possible to knit 
on conventional circular jersey 
machines. 

Jersey is expected also to be 
the predominant construction 
employed in knitted dresses and 
slacks for summer wear. The 
stress here is not so much on 
fancy solid color stitches, as in 
the case of the knit shirts, but 
rather on pattern wheel designs 
and stripes. In the more expen- 
sive knitted dresses and slacks 
some movement away from sin- 
gle needle jersey fabrics to so- 
called “double jersey” rib fab- 
rics is detected. Double jersey 
appears to be a more desirable 
construction for fall and winter 
weight goods than for frothy 
summer knits, It is for this rea- 
son that some of the primary 
summerwear resources are em- 
ploying the double knitted rib 
materials somewhat gingerly in 
these items. 

Fiber Line-up 

Fibers used in the new 196] 
primary knit summerwear lines 
are not much different from 
those employed this past sum- 
mer. Although synthetics are 
underscored somewhat more 
heavily than in the season just 
ended, cotton is still the major 
raw material either in 100 per- 
cent form or in blends with 
various types of synthetic fibers. 

There appears to be some up- 
grading in the type of cotton 
being used, with a number of 
primary makers favoring double 
carded and combed yarns of 
long staple cotton. A continu- 
ation of last season’s trend 
toward increased use of mer- 
cerized yarns is also apparent. 
These high luster cotton yarns 
are being knitted up not only 
into shirts but into knitted dress- 
es and T-blouses. 

The synthetics that are repre- 
sented in the new 1961 lines in- 
clude textured nylon; Orlon and 
Acrilan and some Creslan in the

look in sportswear. 

While cropped tops in such 
bolero jacket and the Chester- 
field blazar model are important 
to coordinate with and vary 
matching possibilities, interest 
focuses below the waist on tunic 
variations whose lengths range 
from hip height to almost-knee 
touching depth. Waistline em- 
phasis is achieved by means of 
casual fabric ties. 

The popularity of the spring- 
time version of the so-called 
bandstand skirt seems to be tied 
to the fate of its wintery cousin 
introduced for the first time in 
college shops this fall. While 
cold northern winds might de- 


tract from the comfort of such

in full fashion force. Gored 
pleats are most popular in this 
model. 

Knit dresses, following the 
footsteps of winter fashions, are 
destined for springtime strength. 
Italy will again be an inspira- 
tional style source in_ this 
category. 

Pants run their usual gamut of 
heightfrom the mid-thigh jamaica 
model, to the peddle-pusher and 
to the %4 length and slim, tap- 
ered ankle length models. Lin- 
ing is an important feature of

most lines here. Jamaicas hold 
their own for hot weather com- 
fort replacing knee-length ber- 
mudas and short shorts in pop- 
ularity again this season. 

All costume groups strive for 
color coordination both within 
and between groups. Such de- 
tailing as multi-colored stripes 
or prints are matched to a wide 
variety of solid fabrics. The ba- 
sic piece appears both in tops or 
in a choice of skirts or pants. 
Striped, printed and solid shirts 
may coordinate with a single 
solid skirt for example while, 
on the other hand, a striped skirt 
may be matched with tops of 
identical stripes or of contrast- 
ing or similar solid shades. 

100 percent cotton construc- 
tion looms forth as the single 
largest category for this field. 
Some Dacron and cotton com- 
binations in sharkskin fabrics 
are anticipated for both pants 
and tops. 

Springtime pastels are expect- 
ed to be crowned in their usual 
regal place of honor attained by 
bright and cheerful shades of 
lilac, coral, gold and the lighter 
shades of green. Loden’s popu- 
larity seems to have given way 
to a lettuce-like shade. Black 
and white staples are always 
good sellers in this season. 

Small and wide stripes both 
horizontal and vertical and a 
variety of jacquard patterns 
dominate fabric design this sea- 
son. Surface interest patterns 
such as the eyelet highlight both 
solid, striped and printed effects. 
A linen-like look is stressed for 
jackets, pants and dresses. 
Stripes and paisley prints domi- 
nate here, design-wise. 

It is difficult to characterize 
neckline treatments whose 
strength lies in no particular 
style but who rather stress a full 
design range including the tail- 
ored, more severe effects of the 
man tailored model, the ever- 
popular boat neck, the V neck, 
and the scoop, square and cowl 
necklines. Trim details favor 
buttons and bows, and pockets 
and tabs. 

Opening up a field whose 
potential has only thus far been 
half heartedly exploited, fancy 
sweat shirts are being produced 
in profusion for springtime use.

Hooded models, big varsity 
stripes, and novelty patterns 
promise to bring this garment 
out of the doldrums of the ath- 
letic field or college campus and 
into the busy world of fashion 
use. 

Infants’ and children’s wear 
again mimics style trends and 
fashion preferences of its adult 
counterpart. 

Boys’ knit shirts for example 
stress similar collar models. 
Plackets and boat necks are 
popular along with the shawl 
collar and crew neck, for ex- 
ample.

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Knitting Equipment Developments 


Model Lipanit-New Single Purpose Double Cylinder Unit 


By J. B. LANCASHIRE 
Senior Lecturer, School of Textiles

BY putting on the market a 
single purpose high production 
sweater-strip double — cylinder 
machine having almost as many 
knitting feeders as there are 
inches in the diameters of the 
needle cyli prototype 
model was shown at the Milan 
Exhibition twelve months ago 


—the firm of Mayer and Cie, 
Tailfingen, Wurttemburg, West 
Germany, are pioneering a new 


development insofar as circular 
knitting machinery is concerned.

Loop Transfer 
On cylinder and dial ma- 
chines, change of stitch from 


| x | rib to plain knitting en- 
tails the transference of loops, 
usually from cylinder needles to 
dial needles. Transference from 
dial needles to cylinder needles 
necessitates a two-way transfer 
action not normally provided 
on outerwear machines. The 
transference from cylinder nee- 
dies to dial needles is accom- 
plished by the use of a type of 
needle that has a loop-support- 
ing ledge and unless the needle 
is uniquely shaped and capable 
of lateral deflection it must work 
in conjunction with some kind 
of loop-expanding device. On 
circular machines, as a_ rule, 
needic and spreader are sepa- 
rate clements that work together 
in the same trick but it is pos- 
sible to rivet or otherwise attach 
a loop-expanding spring to the 
needic stem. The necessity for 
these special looping elements 


tends to increase both initial 
and replacement costs and a 
high degree of precision work- 
ing is essential if operating effi- 
ciency is to be maintained. 

By contrast with this, on 
cylinder machines change 
of stitch from | x | rib to plain 
knitting is effected by the purely 
mechanical operation of trans- 
ferring double-headed needles 
from sliders in the top cylinder 
to sliders in the bottom cylinder. 
At the present time the range 
of gauges on which this is done 
on double cylinder machines of 
large diameter corresponds al- 
most exactly with the range of 
gauges of stitch transferring 
cylinder and dial machines, but 
the successful use of extra fine 
gauge double cylinder machines 
in the half-hose trade suggests 
the possibility of building double 
cylinder machines with up to 20 
needles per inch for garment 
knitting if and when there is a 
demand for them. 

Different Technique 

On the Lipanit machine the 

needle transferring is done by 


an improved method which 
eliminates the risk of trouble 
arising from closed needle 


latches and dispenses with the 
use of dividing cams. Since the 
loops themselves are not actu- 
ally transferred from one needle 
to another, the nature of the 
yarn from which they are 
iormed does not influence the 
change of stitch. 

Also to be considered in a 
comparison between double cyl- 
inder machines and cylinder and 
dial machines in reference to 
making sweater-strips with rib 
border and plain body is the 
change of stitch from plain to 
rib which has to take place 
between the garment lengths. 
On double cylinder machines 
this simply means that alternate 
needles must be transferred 
from bottom to top cylinder, 
which is a reversal of the rib- 
to-plain transfer action. On the 
other hand, on a cylinder and 
dial machine, when the plain 
fabric is made on the dial, 


change of stitch to 1 x 1 rib 


may be effected in different 
ways, dependent upon whether 
the | x I rib is knitted in half 
or full gauge. Excluding the 
possibility of transferring loops 
from dial to cylinder, if the 
| x | rib is knitted in half-gauge 
the change of stitch necessitates 
casting off alternate dial needles 
and then bringing the cylinder 
needles into action. To prevent 
laddering in the wales whose 
loops are cast off, some courses 
must be knitted to remove ten- 
sion from the cast off loops; this 
implies the knitting of locking 
courses on alternate dial needles. 
All that is required if the | x | 
rib is knitted in full gauge is 
that the cylinder needle should 
be brought back into action. 
Rib Not Comparable 

As regards fabric quality, 
insofar as plain jersey fabric is 
concerned it is probably better 
to perform the knitting action 
in the bottom cylinder of a 
double cylinder machine, even 
when there are no sinkers than, 
as is customary, on the dial of 
a cylinder and dial machine. On 
the other hand, however, it is 
universally accepted that, other 
conditions being equal, | x | 
rib fabric made on double cyl- 
inder machine is inferior in loop 
construction, textured stability 
and general appearance to the 
same kind of fabric made on 
a cylinder and dial machine. 

The Lipanit machine has re- 
volving needle cylinders, the 
drive to the two cylinders being 
synchronized by precision cut 
gear wheels that run in oil baths. 
The gear wheels of the fabric 
drawing off mechanism, which 
comprises three rollers, also run 
in an oil bath, the level of the 
oil in the bath being visible 
through an inspection window. 
A roller held against a cam ring 
by an adjustable presser actu- 
ates a pawl that imparts move- 
ment to the drawing off rollers, 
as required. 

Use is made of double 
headed latch needles, each nee- 
dle having latches whose outer 
extremities when closed project 
beyond the hooks at either end. 
The sliders differ from those 
used on other types of double 
cylinder machines in that their

Knitwear Buttonhole Machine Introduced By Durkopp 


WEST GERMANY An 
automatic buttonhole machine 
engineered specially for knit- 


wear has recently been placed 
on the market by Durkopp Sew- 
ing Machine Co., of Bielefeld. 
The machine is claimed to pro- 
duce a clean, durable button-

hole by creating a flat as well 
as round reinforcement insert. 
Up to now it was customary to 
use round reinforcement inserts 
above and below the _ button- 
hole which were then covered 
by the buttonhole seam. This 
construction frequently resulted 
in deformed buttonholes caused 
by the reinforcement insert pull- 
ing out. 

The new Durkopp Model 
557-12-OGF machine, incorpo- 
rates the flat reinforcement in- 
sert by seaming it in on the 
underside of the buttonhole. 
The reinforcement insert is en- 
veloped by the seam on the 
inside or cutting side of the 
buttonhole. It is thus trimmed 
at the same time. The flat rein- 
forcement insert is pierced on 
the outside of the buttonhole 
seam and is thereby firmly at- 
tached to the knitted garment 
and cannot pull out. In this way 
the buttonhole is made firm and 
durable. It is claimed not to 
lose its attractiveness even after 


the garment has been worn for 
a considerable time. 

During seaming the fabric is 
put on the machine with the 
reverse side uppermost and the 
flat reinforcement insert on the 
underside of the buttonhole in 
the completed garment. 

The machine can be set to 
seam straight buttonholes with 
and without wedge bar as well 
as tailored buttonholes with and 
without wedge bar. The length

and the width of the buttonhole 
as well as the stitch density can 
be altered. The cutting length 
for buttonholes with wedge bar 
can be varied from one-half to 
1% inches and for specially 
wide buttonholes with wedge 
bar from two-eighths to seven- 
eighths of an inch; for button- 
holes without wedge bar from 
three-eighths to 12 inches. The 
machine operates at a speed of 
up to 1,400 stitches per minute.

In order to elucidate these 
erms it is essential to define 
first some basic concepts of 
arn mechanics like tenacity, 
strain, stress, moduli of stretch, 
bending, rigidity,'* etc. 


Tenacity—tThis is a force 
(in grams) necessary to rup- 
ure yarn or filament expressed 
in terms of denier. Tenacity is 
measured in grams per denier. 
For example, tenacity of reg- 
ular nylon is about 4.5-4.8 
grams per denier, regular rayon 
1.8-2.4 grams per denier and 
teel 4.6 grams per denier. 
Thus, a 15 denier nylon mono- 

lament thread will sustain a 
load of approx. 70 grams be- 
fore breaking. 
Tenacity should not be con- 
fused with tensile strength 
Which refers to the breaking 
strength of material in terms 
of pounds per square inch of 
filament cross-section. The ten- 
jsile strength for nylon is about 
72,000 Ibs. per sq. inch, for 
rayon 39,000 Ibs per sq. inch 
and for steel 460,000 Ibs per 
sq. inch. Tenacity brings into 
consideration the specific grav- 
ity (grams per cubic centi- 
meter) of material, unlike ten- 
sile strength which takes into 
account the area of cross- 
section only." 

The concept of tenacity has 
Neen introduced in textile sci- 


ence because of the difficulty 

“ fn measuring the cross-sectional 


Area required for determination 
pf tensile strength. Filaments 
Are extruded into various com- 
plex shapes of serrated, tri- 
angular, “dogbone,” lobed, kid- 
ney, etc. which do not lend 
themselves to simple calcula- 
Hon of cross sectional area, 
unlike the engineering or struc- 
ura! materials available in the 
orm of rectangular, 


circular, 


tubular, etc. cross-sections of 
readily determinable areas. 
Tenacity of a textile material 
may be easily evaluated since 
both denier and breaking load 
present littie difficulty in meas- 
urement. The tensile strength 
of various materials may be 
compared on the basis of cross- 
sectional area. Tenacity cannot 
be employed as a criterion of 
strength for comparative pur- 
poses since it considers the 
specific gravity of material. The 
tenacity of steel and nylon is 
about equal, yet the tensile 
strength of the first is five times 
greater than of the latter. This 
is due to the corresponding 
difference in specific gravity of 
both materials, viz. nylon 1.14 
and steel 7.80.'4 
Considering tenacity only, 
one is liable to make the com- 
mon mistake of pronouncing 
nylon and steel filaments of 
equal strength. Nylon and steel 
filaments of the same denier 
will indeed be even in strength, 
but nylon will have five times 
the volume or bulk of steel. 
Tenacity in itself is not an 
index of a yarn’s usefulness as 
far as warp knitting is con- 
cerned. Glass yarn with a very 
high tenacity value (6.5 grams 
per denier) cannot be con- 
verted into practical warp knit 
fabric, while a relatively weak 
fiber like acetate (1.5 grams 
per denier) is admirably well 
suited for knitting purposes. 
Tenacity of all materials 
with exception of cotton de- 
creases with the increasing rela- 
tive humidity. The loss in 
tenacity caused by humidity 
may be quite appreciable 


in

p4Fundamentals Of Warp Knit Engineering—

STRAIN, STRESS AND MOD- 
ULES OF STRETCH'°—AIll ma- 
terials when subjected to length- 
wise pull will stretch to a vary- 
ing degree. In the textile no- 
menclature the pull is referred 
to as load or stress and the 
stretch as elongation or strain. 

The relation between stress 
and strain of any specific yarn 
is of considerable importance 
to the warp knitter. This rela- 
tion is illustrated by the stress- 
strain curve obtained by plot- 
ting a series of gradually in- 
creasing stresses versus strain 
readings. The curve reveals a 
great deal of information as to 
the mechanical and hence knit- 
ting performance of a given 
yarn. We shall discuss later 
how to analyze the stress-strain 
curve of a yarn from the stand- 


Part 3 
point of its suitability for warp 
knitting. First, however, we 
must acquaint ourselves with 
the basic properties of strain- 
stress curves. 

Figure | portrays such a 
curve. It does not apply to any 
material in particular and has 
been drawn just for the purpose 
of explanation. The curve starts 
at the intersection of strain and 
stress coordinates. At the com- 
mencement of stressing, yarn 
elongates at a fast rate until all 
its filaments or fibers assume 
their proper share of load. 
Once this happens, at point X, 
the yarn elongates at uniform 
rate i.e. strain is directly pro- 
portional to stress so producing 
the straight part XY of the 
curve. Upon reaching point Y 
(at the stress of 2.3 grams per 
denier and seven percent strain)

percent of its initial length 
nally fails (at stress of 3.4 
grams per denier). This break- 
ing stress is equal to tenacity as 
denned in the previous para- 
graph. 

The point Y beyond which 
the strain is no longer directly 
proportional to stress is called 
“yield point.” In stressing the 
yarn up to its yield point the 
elongation is fully recoverable; 
ie., the yarn will revert to its 
original length once the stress is 
removed. The faculty of rapid 
and complete recovery from 
strain is referred to as elas- 
ticity.'" If stressed beyond the 
yield point, the yarn will no 
longer recover from its elonga- 
tion but acquire a permanent 
deformation or set at the re- 
moval of stress. As it will be 
seen from our curve, the yarn 
may be elongated by seven per- 
cent and still completely re- 
cover. This is considered an 
excellent elastic recovery when 
compared to that of e.g. rayon 
which recovers only 82 percent | 
from two percent elongation or 
acetate with 94 percent recovery : 
from two percent elongation. 
Nylon is endowed with superb 
elastic properties. It recovers 
100 percent from up to eight | 
percent elongation. 

Good elasticity while essen- 

tial for satisfactory knitting per- 
formance also helps the warp 
fabric to recover rapidly from 
extreme strains. The elasticity 
or stretch of a fabric is not, 
however, a function of yarn 
elasticity. Relatively inelastic 
materials may be converted into 
a Warp knit construction of good 
stretch. Only in case of extreme 
Strain, after the inherent fabric 
Stretch has been taken out, the 
elasticity of the yarn itself be- 
comes a dominant factor until 
ultimate break occurs. 
_ The O-Y portion of the curve 
is said to be in the elastic re- 
gion, while Y-Z is in the plastic 
region. [he ease with which the 
yarn elongates after surpassing 
the yield point is called plastic 
flow. 

In all knitting and warp pre- 
paratory stages it is essential not 
{0 strain the yarn out of its 


elastic region. Once plastic flow 
occurs, the yarn will suffer an 
irrevocable modification of its 
physical and chemical modifica- 
tion. An end or group of ends 
subjected to excessive stretch 
on warping (too heavy tension 
discs) or trapped against the 
beam flanges may become elon- 
gated beyond the yield point. 
As a result, the overstretched 
ends will produce a streak ef- 
fect in the fabric owing to their 
modified luster, diameter, dye- 
ing affinity and relaxation on 
heat treatment. 

The shape of the strain-stress 
curve is influenced by the at- 
mospheric humidity. The higher 
the humidity, the greater the 
elongation at break and the 
smaller the tenacity. Also, the 
yield point moves down to a

lower value. 

High regain materials like 
rayon are particularly suscep- 
tible to humidity fluctuations. A 
small increase in the percentage 
of warping room humidity may 
depress the yield point suf- 
ficiently low to produce plastic 
flow and so damage the yarn. 
The creel tensions correctly set 
to one humidity level may prove 
excessive for a higher level. 

The ratio of strain to stress, 
termed modulus of stretch!” is 
frequently used when discussing 
the elastic properties of given 
material. This modulus applies 
only within the elastic limits and 
is proportional to tan A (Fig. 
1). Its value is computed as the 
stress necessary to produce one 
percent strain (within the elas- 
tic limits of fiber). For nylon, 


the modulus is 0.25-35 grams 
per denier, for acetate 0.40 
grams per denier, for rayon 
0.70 grams per denier. It 
means that in order to extend, 
e.g., 100 denier yarn by one 
percent of its length, a force of 
25-35 grams will be required 
for nylon, 40 grams for acetate 
and 70 grams for rayon.'* 

The value of stretch modulus 
is not static for a given fiber, 
but changes (usually decreases ) 
in the course of warping, knit- 
ting and finishing. A low modu- 
lus of stretch implies that small 
stress exerted on the yarn will 
produce a substantial clonga- 
tion. From knitters point of 
view this is a desirable feature, 
helpful in shaping the yarn into 
loops. 

FLEXURAL RIGIDITY AND 
BENDING MopuLUs—AIl yarns 
resist to a certain extent flexing 
and bending on account of their 
rigidity. It may be difficult to 
think about some soft and pli- 
able yarns like 40 denier nylon 
or 70 denier Helanca as rigid. 
Nevertheless, they and all other 
materials offer a definite resist- 
ance in the process of bending 
them into loops. 

To discuss the matter of 
rigidity in more scientific terms, 
let us refer to Figure 2 portray- 
ing a short length of filament 
mounted in a cantilever fashion. 
Such mounting, while incidently 
applicable to pile components 
of napped tricot or Raschel 
fleece fabrics, is used here as 
a starting point in a discussion 
on flexural properties of fila- 
ments. 

A short length (1) of circular 
cross-section filament of di- 
ameter (d) is clamped on one 
end, while the other is loaded 
by force P. The filament will 
bend into a curvature of radius 
R until equilibrium is reached 
between its rigidity and the load 

Factors determining rigidity 
of the filament are: its length, 
diameter, radius of curvature, 
and elasticity of material. Con- 
nection between these factors is 


established by the following 
equation: 
where M is the modulus of 


stretch and C a constant. Since 
the area of filament cross- 
section is directly proportional 
to the square of its diameter, 
we can modify the equation to

where A is the area of cross 
section. Flexural rigidity of a 
filament of length (1) is meas- 
ured by the effort necessary to 
bend it into a unit curvature 
(R= 1). This effort, equal to 
P x |, is called “bending mo- 
ment” (B). Considering the 
above equation we can put it in 
fom: B= M x A* x C 

Bending moment, therefore, 
expresses the flexural rigidity of 
given material in terms of mod- 
dulus of stretch and geometry 
of its cross-section. The above 
equations are only valid for 
fibers of circular cross-section 
like nylon, Dacron, glass, etc. 
For other contours of cross 
section, the equations must be 
multiplied by the so-called 
“shape factor” (S). The latter 
indicates the relative flexural 
rigidity of given shape and cross 
section area fiber as compared 
to one of circular shape and 
equal area. The shape factor of 
triangular cross-section is about 
1.2, “dogbone” 0.5 hollow 3. 

The general equation for 
bending moment applicable to 
any shape of filament cross sec- 
tion will be: 

B=MxA*xXSxXC 

When discussing the shape 
factor of eliptical and rectan- 
gular cross section materials it 
is also necessary to consider 
the axis about which the bend- 
ing effort is applied. Thus, for 
an elipse with a major to minor 
axii ratio of 2:1, the flexural 
rigidity about the major axis is 
4 times greater than around the 
minor axis.1® For a flat, rec- 
tangular cross-section (straw or 
metallic yarn) these differences 
may assume much greater val- 
ues. In the course of loop-form- 
ing action, however, the yarn 
always exhibits a tendency to 
arrange itself for bending along 
the minor axis or in a way to 
produce the lowest value of 
flexural rigidity. 

The reader may well learn to 
appreciate the difference be- 
tween bending about minor and 
major axii by experimenting 
with « wood or metal rule. It is 
quite easy to bend the rule 
about its flat portion (minor 
axis). Very strong effort must, 
however, be exerted to produce 
even « slight bending about the 
Major axis (width) of the rule. 


Until now we have assumed 
the material to have a perfectly 
homogenous cross-section. This, 
however, is rarely the case. The 
majority of fibers are featured 
by a tough skin and soft inner 
core. Each fiber has its own 
particular distribution of skin 
and core layers which exercises 
considerable influence on_ its 
rigidity. In order to take this 
fact into account, yet another 
quantity is introduced known 
as “bending modulus.” 


Index Of Rigidity 


Bending modulus of a given 
fiber serves as the index of its 
specific rigidity in much the 
same way as the stretch modulus 
denotes the inherent resistance 
to stretching. The stretch mod- 
ulus is, however, independent 
of the skin to core distribution 
while the bending modulus takes 
it into consideration. Fibers of 
high stretch modulus have as a 
rule a high bending modulus. 
The connection between flexural 
rigidity and modulus is given 
by the following equation: 

Flexural rigidity — Bending 
Modulus x (area of cross sec- 
tion)* shape factor « C. 

It will be seen this equation is 
identical to one quoted pre- 
viously with the exception of 
the bending modulus having 
supplanted the modulus of 
stretch. Since the filament denier 
is directly proportional to the 
area of cross-section, then, 
based on the above equation, 
the flexupral rigidity is directly 
proportional to (denier)*. This 
is a very significant fact. It 
means, by doubling the denier 
of filament, the rigidity is in- 
creased four times. For exam- 
ple, 40 denier monofilament 
yarn used in knitting will resist 
bending into loops with a four 
times greater force than a 20 
denier monofilament. This force 
must be supplied by the yarn 
tensioning devices and _ the 
needles. On tricot machines, 
even for medium denier mono- 
filament the force necessary for 
overcoming its flexural rigidity 
is more than the needles can 
supply without breakage. 


For Monofilaments Only 


The entire discussion on 
rigidity with all its equations 
holds true only for monofila- 
ment materials. While the flex- 
ural characteristics of mono- 
filament generally propagate 


themselves into multifilament 
yarns, there is no simple cor- 
relation between the properties 
of material in mono- and multi- 
filament form. For multifilament 
yarns provision must be made 
for such factors like number 
and denier of individual fila- 
ments, twist, coefficient of fila- 
ment packing, friction, etc., be- 
fore the monofilament proper- 
ties can be transposed into those 
of multifilament yarn. It is ob- 
vious a 40 denier multifilament 
strand will require much less 
bending effort than a 40 denier 
monofilament. The influence of 
the above factors will be dis- 
cussed in following paragraphs. 

Varies With The Humidity 

The value of bending mod- 
ulus varies with the humidity 
level. On hydrophilic fibers like 
rayon or acetate a small increase 
in humidity of the warping or 
knitting room will produce an 
appreciable drop in the value 
of- bending modulus and hence 
of the flexural rigidity of the 
yarn. This may affect the knit- 
ting or warping performance to 
a considerable degree. 

Before leaving the subject of 
bending and flexural rigidity, 
some reference must be made 
to its role played in knitted 
structures.*” As shown on Fig- 
ure 2 the small diameter (d) 
filament is bent into a small 
curvature of radius (R). As the 
filament is bent, its layers above 
the longitudinal axis are loaded 
in extension, while those below 
it are loaded in compression. 
The extension strains are at- 
tempting to pull apart the top 
portion of the filament, or 
rather its skin, while compres- 
sion tends to crumple the lower 
portion of the skin. 

Where the radius of curva- 
ture (R) is much larger than 
filament diameter (d) the strain 
produced in bending is safely 
within the elastic region. After 
removal of bending effort, the 
filament recovers without suf- 
fering any deformation. In warp 
knitted structures, however, the 
ratio between the filament di- 
ameter and radius of loop cur- 
vature is frequently approach- 
ing 1:1 as illustrated on Figure 
3. Under these circumstances 
the extension of the filament at 
the top of the loop may reach 
a very high value, well inside 
the plastic region. A_ plastic 
flow will thus occur resulting in 


permanent deformation of the 
filament contained in the top 
segment of the loop. This de- 
formation manifests itself in 
form of permanent kinks clearly 
visible on unroving yarn from 
the greigh fabric. 

The effect of compression on 
the filament is quite complex. 
If a straight length of a filament 
were subjected to compressive 
strain, it would buckle. In a 
knitted structure where the fila- 
ment is constrained, no buckl- 
ing can take place and the com- 
pressive strain can only be par- 
tially relieved by lifting the loop 
out of the fabric plane.

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Knitting Equipment Developments 


THE Supramat SFS is a more advanced model the the Supramat 
$F V-bed flat power machine introduced in this country several 
years ago by Stonehill Knitting Machinery Corp., U.S. and Cana- 
dian agents for Universal Machinenfabrik, W urttomberg, Germany, 
. of these and other power flat units. Shown in Figures 


, the Supramat SFS embodies 
both in its con- 
trol mechanisms as well as in 
those mechanisms, thus making 
possible considerable enlarge- 
ment of the machines pattern 
scope. 

The machine is available in 
gauges from three to 14 needles 
per inch and there is also the 
half gauge machine of 
needles per inch. The needles 
used in this new model are plate 
needles having high and low 
butts. 

Fitted upon the robust machine 
frame are the two needlebeds. 
The front bed of the FSF model 
is fixed while the back bed can 
be displaced laterally. Both beds 
use needle slides which are in 
two parts. Those in the front 
bed carry a numbered scale to 
assist in the counting of needles 
for setting up purposes. The dis- 
placement ledge for the rear 
needle bed is equipped with 
ball bearings which run on the 
profile of the back bed racking 
cam. 

The two needlebeds carry 
easily removable needle spring 
slides which like the needle 
slides can be pulled out side- 
ways for quick removal or re- 
placement of needle support 
springs. The track rods for the 
carriage are connected with 
other at both ends of the ma- 
chine, thus considerable reduc- 
ing track rod vibration or bend- 
ing. 

The machine has two carrier 
rails which support four yarn 
carriers. The yarn carrier rails 
are fitted above the back bed 
of the machine in such a way 
that they do not interfere with 
such manual operations as are 
necessary from time to time. 
Such as narrowing, running on, 
Widening etc. The carrier rails 
do not interfere with a free 
view of the back plate of the 
cam carriage. 

The cam carriage consists of 
four main parts—the front and 
back cam plates, the high con- 
necting bow and the yarn car- 
tier plunger arrangement. The 


two cam plates on the carriage 
are fitted with two guide pieces, 
each and these four guide pieces, 


together with eight widely 
spaced ball bearings, give the 
carriage a very precise and 


positive Movement. 

Fitted above the front and tl 
back cam plate of the carria; 
are the stitch length attach 
ments which can be set at ar 
one of three positions. The se 
tings are effected automatically 
from the right hand side of the 
machine. Stitch length adjust- 
ments can also be effected by 
hand through a wing shaped 
lever. The stitch length adjust- 
ment slides are toothed and are 
fitted with the customary small 
stitch cam setting plates which 
can be displaced vertically to set 
the stitch cams to any desired 
depth. In order to facilitate a 
more accurate setting of the 
cams, the setting slides are 
equipped with a “vernier” ar- 
rangement which makes it pos- 
sible to set the slides to an ac 
curacy of 1/10 mm. Althoug 
the stitch length slide controls 
are only on the right hand sid 
of the machine, it is possib 
by means of a slide and counter 
slide arrangement to move th 
stitch-length slides in either d 
rection thus making it possible 
to alter the fabric quality as re 
quired. Slide and counter slide 
are connected by means of a 
lever arrangements. 

The carriage contains all the 
cams required for knitting with 
the neddles in the front bed and 
in the back bed of the machine 
and in addition accomodates 
the plungers for engaging the 
yarn carriers. 

The yarn carriers can be en- 
gaged by moving the carrier 
plungers manually as well as 
automatically. Each of the four 
plungers is fitted with a tip 
lever and when the carriage is 
moving to the right any one of 
the four tip levers can run on 
to a cam surface selected by the 
control mechanism thus bring- 
ing a particular plunger and its

carrier into action. The manual 
changing of the plungers can be 
effected swiftly and efficently by 
means of a press button box 
fitted to the bow of the carriage. 

Both back bed and front bed 
cams are fitted with cardigan 
cams for tucking in the hook. 
The stitch cams are particularly 
long with a long tail at each 
extremity whose function it 1s 
to prevent a collision with those 
neddle butts which may have 
strayed a little above the butt 
line when the neddles are at 
rest. 

In the center of the front and 
back bed camplates on the car- 
riage is a pattern dum which 


is set out with jacks. The drums 
are set just below the levers for 
working the needle raising cams 
and control the settings of the 
neddle raising cams selectively 
in the “fully in” position, the 
“half in” position and the “out 
of action’ position. 

The pattern drums can be rack- 
ed forward and backward. There 
are 24 tricks round the circum- 
ference of each drum so that 
there is a repeat of 24 available. 
Each trick can accomodate four 
jacks with each jack controlling 
the movements of one of the 
four cams concerned with rais- 
ing the needles from rest to 
clearing height in each cam

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plate. If there is no jack in 
position the particular needle 
raising cam is in the “half in” 
position and acts on the high 
butt needles only. A high jack, 
on the other hand, causes its 
particular needle raising cam to 
be put out of action altogether. 
From the jacks in the pattern 
drum, the settings are effected 
with the aid of a rotating dou- 
ble lever which is situated in 
the block containing the bearing 
for the pattern drum. One end 
of the lever is in contact with 
the selection jacks while the 
other end in the shape of a 
forked lever transmits the re 
quisite movement to a particular 
neddle rasing cam. 

The jacks are of a shape 
which permit their easy removal 
when required. The pattern drum 
fitted to the front bed cam plate 
of the carriage is protected by a 
transparent plastic cover. On 
the right hand side of the pat- 
tern drum is a control disc 
which controls the action of the 
two drum racking pawls for 
racking or idling. The two pawls 
are set in opposite directions 
and connected by a pawl lever 
fitted with a ball-bearing. When 
the control disc is in its basic 
position, both pawls are out of 
action. If the disc is moved a cer- 
tain distance forward one of the 
two pawls will engage the ratc- 
het teeth of the control drum 
and rack it in a particular direc-

tion if the disc is turned a little 
further, the other pawl will be 
activated and rack the drum in 
in the opposite direction. The 
movements of this control disc 
are supervised from the central 
control mechanism and the pawl 
lever is given positive backward 
and forward movement when 
the cam carriage is on the right. 

The fabric take-up mechan- 
ism consists of a take-up roller 
and a pressure roller. The form- 
er is a sub-divided into 16 
spring loaded rubber covered 
rollers 100 mm in length. A 
sleeve on the right hand side of 
the take-up roller carries the 
racking pawls. One lever extends 


rearwards and is connected to 
the take-up cam by means of 
a bell cranked lever whiie an- 
other lever protrudes forward 
and is pulled downwards by a 
spring, the pull of which can be 
adjusted as required. Ratchet 
pawls fitted to the right hand 
wall of the machine ensure the 
troublefree working of the fabric 
take-up mechanism by prevent- 
ing the fabric take down roller 
from turning backward should 
the sleeve move backward. In 
front and a little below the fabric 
counter pressure roller is a ro- 
tating shaft upon which are ar- 
ranged 16 spring-loaded counter 
pressure rollers. Each of the 16

Must Use Chain Studs 

When setting out the chain 
studs for continuous course wise 
racking or for racking the pat- 
tern drums forward and back- 
ward with the use of the econo- 
miser attachment, chain studs 
which have been hollowed out 
at the side must be used. A half 
height stud is used for putting 
all yarn carriers out of action. 

The economizer is in the form 
of a disc which has 24 screw 
holes around its circumference 
and there are two or more (de- 
pending on the length of the 
economizer repeat) economizer 
cams. 

Economizer Cams 

If the pattern repeat com- 
prises 24 courses, two econo- 
mizer cams can effect a saving 
of 24 courses. If the pattern 
repeat comprises 12 courses two 
economizer cams are again used. 
But while in the first case the 
two cams were of different de- 
sign, they are identical in the 
second case and effect a saving 
of twelve courses. It must, how-

The Mitchell Single Pedal 
Robot, a mechanical clamp lift- 
er and machine starting device 
designed to eliminate one pedal 
on two-pedal sewing machines 
incorporating an automatic sew- 
ing cycle has been developed by 
Singer Sewing Machine Com- 
pany. The new unit requires 
light pedal pressure. It has a 
built-in pause between opera- 
tions so that when the operator 
performs a sequence of opera- 
tions on a garment, such as 
tacking the four corners of a 
sleeve ticket, she can move the 
work from one position to the 
next without lifting her foot. 


there are in the economizer re- 
peat so that two chain links are 
needed whenever the economizer 
is required to go into action. 
Ihe first link inituates the econo- 
mizer unit, while the second link 
effects the actual economy. 

Three Ditferent Qualities 

The automatic stitch length 
control makes available the use 
of three different qualities within 
a garment-length repeat. The 
automatic quauty adjustment is 
situated near the right hand yarn 
carrier rail support. This con- 
sists of a cast steel body which 
has rotating discs at each end. 
Pegs can be accomodated in 
these discs which are connected 
with each other by a toothed 
rod so that a movement of the 
rod causes tne discs to be ro- 
tated at the same time. The 
tootned rod carries the usuai 
adjustable smail quality plates 
which act on the stitch cams and 
set these to the required depin. 
[he automatic displacement oi 
the toothed rod and the extent 
to which it is displaced is con- 
trolied from studs on the main 
control chain. it is important in 
this connection to see that the 
studs are screwed on to the links 
of the control chain in the cor- 
rect manner. If a mistake has 
been made, however, a built-in 
safety device will prevent dam- 
age. 

The automatic needlebed rack 
is fitted between the chain drum 
and the stand of the machine. 
The shog mechanism is actuated 
independently from the move- 
ments of the cam carriage by 
means of a separate chain. The 
actual needlebed shog is initiated 
by an eccentric which can be 
actuated by a series of rods from 
the main control chain at sin- 


gle or two course intervals. 
While the neddlebed racking 
mechanism is fitted to left hand 
wall of the machine stand, the 
main control drum is arranged 
on the right hand side of the ma- 
chine and the needlebed can 
be displaced sideways over one 
inch of needle space in single 
or two needle steps. 
Up to 380 Chain Links 

If the garment-length or the 
pattern repeat requires an ex- 
tra long chain, this can be done 
by diverting the control chain 
round a number of chain rollers 
so that it is possible in this way 
to accomodate control chains 
with up to 380 chain links. 

Two heavy U-shaped brackets 
on either end at the rear of the 
machine are connected by two 
shafts which support the bear- 
ings of the wheels which carry 
the driving chain; they also sup- 
port the chain guide-rails and 
the bearing of the shog eccen- 
tric. The heavy chain is driven 
from the motor via a clutch and 
an infinitely variable drive. The 
driving motor is fitted to the 
right hand side of the machine 
stand below the central control 
mechanism and above a console 
arrangement. With the aid of a 
stopping magnet mechanism, 
which is fitted to the motor, it 
is possible to stop the machine, 
both by means of electromag- 
netic action as well as by mech- 
anical action. A stop rod which 
runs the whole length of the 
machine enables the operator to 
stop the machine from where- 
ever he is standing. A move- 
ment of the rod downwards 
causes the machine to stop, 
while a movement upwards sets 
the carriage in motion. The 
movement of the carriage drive 


chain, is transmitted to the car- 
riage through an auxiliary slide. 

A slide attachment is fitted to 
the back of the high bow of 
the carriage in which the slide 
block glides. The plunger which 
rests in the slide block effects 
the necessary connection be- 
tween carriage and driving chain. 
This plunger is in the shape of 
a toothed rod. 

Situated below the auxiliary 
slide on the rear carriage guide 
rail there is an electric rail on 
which an electric contact glides. 
The latter is spring-loaded and 
fitted to the left hand rear guide 
piece of the carriage. The con- 
tact is connected to the feelers 
which scan the fabric so that 
any uneveness in the latter is at 
once transmitted to the contact 
and the machine stopped in- 
stantaneously. 

Large Pattern Potential 

The Supramat is eminently 
suitable for knitting all kinds of 
outerwear as well as collars and 
rib trimmings. A large pattern 
potential is available and this 
includes all manner of rack de- 
signs, ripple stitches four-color 
designs with large repeats and a 
host of tuck stitch designs and, 
of course, various combinations 
of the above-mentioned effects. 
Being fitted with high and low 
butt needles the change from 
2x2 rib to 1x1 rib is fully auto- 
matic as are the making of draw- 
thread welts, slack courses and 
all changes in stitch length. 

Like other models in_ the 
Supramat SF range, the SFS 
machine is equipped with eight 
electric stop motions which act 
in the event of yarn breakages 
empty cones and knots. There 
are also two electrical needle 
detectors. 


Because operation is con- 
trolled by means of cams, move- 
ment of the work clamp and ma- 
chine starting mechanisms can 
be accurately set as desired, then 
locked to assure the same ac- 
tion at all times. 

The Single Pedal Robot is 
also available with a feathering 
device so that the clamp can be 
raised and lowered independ- 
ently of the starting cycle.

Lawrence Knitting Mills Observes 10th Anniversary 


CHARLOTTE, N. C.—Ten years ago this month, Lawrence 
Levy became the first specialty knitter from the North to set up 
a mill in the South. Today, as the prospering head of Lawrence 
Knitting Mills in Charlotte, N. C. he is still looking to the future 
and telling visitors what is happening to the knitting industry and 


what ought to be done about it. 

He has seen more and more 
mills moving down here and he 
expects the trend to continue 
until the industry is firmly estab- 
lished in the South. He has long 
believed that a mill should be 
closer to its suppliers than to 
the New York markets, an idea 
he developed on Southern trips 
to supplier firms for his em- 
ployer in the 1940s, Advance 
Mills Inc., of Brooklyn. 

In 1950, Mr. Levy rented a 
loft in Bessemer City, N. C., 
from Central Yarn and Dyeing 
Co., of Gastonia, N. C., one of 
Advance’s suppliers, Louis Gold- 
enberg, president of Advance 
and Mr. Levy’s uncle, encour- 
aged the move. 

In Bessemer City, Mr. Levy 
had four machines and three 
workers. Eight months later, he 
moved to Charlotte and added 
another machine.

The new line places great emphasis on cotton in all price ranges 


swimwear. For the latter there 
is to be a wide range of styles 
employing terry cloth. 

Jacquard is used somewhat 
for collar trim but will not be 
used pronouncedly on the body 
of sweaters. The trend is defin- 
itely toward the conventional in 
sweaters which will be promoted 
early enough to meet the holi- 
day delivery schedules. Two de- 
partures from the strictly con- 
ventional consist of a cardigan 
converting to a turtle neck by 
means of a zipper, to be offered 
both in Orlon and wool and a 
lightweight, of Antron. 

One sweater, made up in 
gold, has quarter inch all-over 
striping of twisted cable over a 
loose horizontal bulky stitch. A 
high V heart shape sewed on 
collar is used with ribbing over

Black 
and white stripes on the collar 
and above the cuffs are used for 
trim. 

Spring colors combine some 
unusual tones of past season 
favorites. The gold is somewhat 
lighter and a bone olive has 
been used in place of the sage 
or loden.

These are made similiar 
to the cotton version with the 
wedge insert under the arms, 
blousy through the shoulders to 
give added arm freedom. 

The fourth group selected for 
specialized promotion is made 
up of Arnel and cotton blends 
and consists of a number of 
solids and stripe trimmed novel- 
ties somewhat similiar to a fifth 
group made up in “Cotton Ice.” 
Both horizontal and _ vertical 
multi-colored striping have been 
widely used in all-over shirt 
patterns. 

One pullover shirt style has 
a body of one inch vertical 
stripes in red, white, black and 
gold and a gold V sewed-on col- 
lar about three inches wide. The 
hem and waist length sleeves 
are scalloped to give a ragged 
effect, a treatment employed in 
the company’s “pirate” promo- 
tion of swim coordinates.

Knitwear Abroad 


Belgian Knitting 
Exports More 
Than It Imports 


By JOHN ASHTON 

BRUSSELS, Belgium — 
Strange as it may seem, Bel- 
gium’s knitwear industry is not 
a typical exporting industry, but 
facts and figures have shown 
that in numerous branches, such 
as knitted outerwear and socks, 
exports have been more impor- 
tant than the country’s imports. 
Belgium in this respect belongs 
to the group of four Common 
Market countries whose exports 
are greater than the imports. 

Official figures show that in 
1958 imports of knitwear arti- 
cles into Belgium amounted to 
an overall value of 662 million 
Belgian francs (50 francs = $1) 
while exports reached 1.198 
million. In 1959 the Belgian 
knitwear industry exported 
1.154.746.000 frs of goods, 
according to a study undertaken 
by Andre Joye, secretary of the 
Central Committee for Belgian 
Knitwear. 


Major purchasers of Belgian 
knitted outerwear under- 
wear have been, according to 
the Belgian Knitwear Associa- 
tion’s files: Holland, the United 
Kingdom, West Germany, South 
Africa, the Belgian Congo, the 
United States, Denmark, and 
Soviet Russia. These are fol- 
lowed by Switzerland, Canada, 
Sweden, Norway and Poland. 

Belgian manufacturers are 
justly worried about the future 
now that the Congo is consid- 
ered at least temporarily, ac- 
cording to the optimists, and 
definitely according to the pes- 
simists, lost to the industry. For 
this means that the country’s 
fifth ranking client is lost, and 
that Belgium stands to lose over 
20 million frs. of trade. Gov- 
ernment experts, in close col- 
laboration with the Knitwear 
Association and export repre- 
sentatives in the United States, 
Latin American countries and 
South Africa are now drawing 
up plans for intensified sales 
promotion campaigns which 
should boost exports to compen- 
sate, in part at least, for the 
loss of the Congo.

Knitted outer- 
wear was included in almost every collection shown. 


Shaggy sweaters, shawl col- 
iars, cup and saucer necklines 
and shades of lilac, range from 
orchid to plum and grape, have 
the public’s favor this 
season. 

High in favor with Spur Knit- 
ting Mills are its one piece, 
hand-lopped, hand-decorated, 
sweaters, available in sizes from 
infants through fourteen. Shet- 
land weight yarns in Orlon fi- 
bers were outselling finer gauge 
knits; tote sweaters, according 
to this exhibitor, are ahead of 
bulkies. New this year in the 
Spur line is Sayelle Orlon, a 
duPont product, with shape re- 
taining qualities. This exhibitor 
reported white outselling colors 
and echoed the majority opinon 
by noting on the strength of 
coordinated items this year. 

Huntingdon Mills. Inc. is ex- 
cited about its new shaggy sweat- 
er, endorsed by Fabian and 
worn in “High Time”, as well as 


featured in several national mag- 
azines for the male and female 
teenage market. Available as 
pullover or cardigan, the Orlon 
sweater has shawl collar, cross- 
over collar, or crew neck. 

This house, caters to fashions 
for young people, as well as for 
college students. 

Toddler suits and jackets of 
great beauty in commander 
blue and white, rock moss and 
straw gold, (this year’s new col- 
ors for the small fry) also are 
big items in this collection.

Boil-fast, 100 percent cotton, 
fine mercerized lisle, with collars, 
in sizes 2 to 4 and 3 to 7, avail- 
able in pastels, with long or 
short sleeves, was the knitwear 
picture for Wonderknit Corp. 
For older boys, the exhibitors 
maintain that knit shirts with 
shawl collars are the big thing. 
Sweaters in this exhibit were 
Pickwick Knitting Mills, which 
featured the Continec, in plaids 
and in solids. Also popular were 
Pickwick’s bulkies, both  pull- 
overs and zippered cardigans.

men’s knit shirts. Specializing in 
a quality knit shirt, usually in 
the $8.95—$11.95 retail range, 
the firm has also found favor tor 
a blend of 60 percent lamb’s 
wool and 20 percent each of 
nylon and Egyptian cotton. Cot- 
ton alone has not proved as sat- 
isfactory as Orlon and wool, Mr. 
Taylor reports. 

Matching groups of sweaters 
and shirts have been particularly 
important at Taylor. Where this 
idea is particularly adaptable to 
fall merchandise, Mr. Taylor be- 
lieves that it can also be success- 
fully used with spring and sum- 
mer designs.

The polyester fibers, especi- 
ally Dacron, are more widely 
utilized than ever before. The 
increased use of these polyester 
fibers is a reflection partly of 
the acceptance which these syn. 
thetics have met with in woven 
lightweight summer apparel. 


| The amount of Dacron used in 


knit shirts has always been rela- 
tively small. However, with in- 
creased quantities of Vycron and 
Kodel coming on the market, it 


| is likely that somewhat larger 
| poundages of Dacron will be 
channeled into the knit summer- 


wear field than has been the 
case up to now. 

The appearance recently on 
the market of a new variety of 
Orlon claimed to be more com- 
patible with cotton for blend- 
ing purposes may serve to boost 
the use of this DuPont acrylic 
fiber in knit shirts and possibly 
other knitted summer apparel. 
There is no evidence of this at 
the moment. However, some 
primary resources point out that 
they have been looking into the 
possibilities of using this new 
Type 72 Orlon in blends with 
cotton. Up to now, the Orlon 
variety used in mixtures with 
cotton has been Type 25. The 
new Type 72 Orlon is said to 
be a vast improvement over 
Type 25.

quarter and almost seven mil- 
lion pounds greater than pro- 
duction in the second quarter 

of 1959. 

For the first half of 1960, 
production of the non-cellulosic 
fibers, according to the Bureau, 
surpassed output in any com- 
parable January to June period. 

Producers’ deliveries of rayon 
in July totaled 54,300,000 
pounds. Of the total acetate 
yarn and rayon shipped in July, 
67,300,000 pounds were for do- 
mestic consumers and 3,000,- 
000 pounds were exported. 

Total July shipments of 70,- 
300,000 pounds were 9,800,000 
pounds less than production 
during the month. Thus pro- 
ducers’ holdings of acetate yarn 
and rayon increased by the same 
amount to 128,000,000 pounds 
at the end of July.

He says that 
this assistance in long-term aid 
areas of the world is providing 
a serious handicap on the open 
market for businesses in the 
United States which must pay 
going wages here to produce 
products like those coming in 
from overseas which are pro- 
duced at a very low wage scale.
